Dean Cornwell was commissioned 
to do a three panel mural for Rocke­ 
feller Center in May. 1944 First he 
drew three sketches, each four feet 
long, conveying his idea. then spent 
months on research to assure authen­ 
ticity of every item In his studio he 
made detailed drawings of each figure 
conveyance and 
building, 
working 
seven days a week Each drawing was 
reduced to scale and projected in its 
proper place on a panel JO feet long by 
lour feet deep Three such panels were 
made, one for each wall of the mural 
Each design was photographed on two 
negatives, 36 inches square. These 
negatives were divided into even sec­ 
tions and photostatic blow-ups, each 
three by ten feel, were printed. Every 
line in each section was pnvpointed 
by hand. The sections then were at­ 
tached to canvas spread across^ the 
walls of the A ir Lines Building and 
“ pounced’’ with a small bag of dry 
color so that the perforated designs- 
were transferred to the canvas.

Dean Cornwell, one of Am erica’s most eminent 
artists, is putting the finishing touches on a labor of love Murals represent art for 
art s sake because, as in this instance, the artist usually could make a great deal more 
money by turning out illustrations for magazines or advertising agencies. W hy they 
paint murals can be summed up in Cornwell's explanation “ After all, Eve got m y­ 
self a permanent art gallery 
and Rockefeller pays the rent on it ” Cornwell has 
been working two years on his three panel mural, which depicts the history of 
transportation in gold and silver He painted his first mural in 1927 in the Los 
Angeles Public Library, laboring five years to turn out 300 figures, each lour tunes 
life size "E v e ry time I finish a mural," Cornwell says, " I vow I'm never going to 
do another one When this job is completed, I think I ’ll go in for painting portraits. 
Probably that desire is a natural reaction to months of climbing up and down a 
scaffold After all, I'm 54 and I'd like to give up such acrobatics for a while."

Dean Cornwell was commissioned 
to do a three panel mural for Rocke­ 
feller Center in May, 1944 First he 
drew three sketches, each four feet 
long, conveying his idea. then spent 
months on research to assure authen­ 
ticity of every item In his studio he 
made detailed drawings of each figure, 
conveyance and 
building, 
working 
seven days a week Each drawing was 
reduced to scale and projected in its 
proper place on a panel IO feet long by 
lour feet deep Three such panels were 
made, one for each wall of the mural 
Each design was photographed on two 
negatives, 36 inches square. These 
negatives were divided into even sec­ 
tions and photostatic blow-ups, each 
three by ten feet, were printed Every 
line in each section was pinpointed 
by hand.
